by its membership obllgatioT to contrib- 
ute for the common use of its fellow- 
members and also as the agency through 
which 
reports of foreign and certain 


elates of domestic happenings are col- 
lected ana distributed fo the newspapers 
served by the organization. 


The ldx-t that in the present voar we 


celebrate the twentieth anniveisary of the 
first nation-TVIde co-operative and non- 
profit-making news-gathering organiza- 
tion in the world seems to make the pub- 
ication of something respecting it timely. 


SERVANT OF NEWSPAPER. 


The Associated Press Is in no wise the 


master of the newspapers constituting its 
membership; It is distinctly their sen-ant. 


Its Bos"--! nt Directors Is composed of 


active newspaper men chosen at annual 
meetings by the membership and, In an 
experience running through twenty years 
of intimate connection with the present 
organization and also that of the older 
Illinois corporation, I have never known 
an instance In all the changing personnel 
of boards of directors wien there was 
any departure* from tho most rigid ob- 
servance 
of the "highest obligations of 


trusteeship and disregard of private and 
selfish Interests. 
The president vice- 


presidents and members of the board of 
directors serve without salaries. 


The Associated Press of today is the 


outcome of a many-year struggle between 
two opposing systems. One, that of news- 
gathering concerns with private or lim- 
ited ownership which dealt at arm's- 
length with newspapers to which they 
sold news at such profit as might be se- 
cured, and over which th» newspapers 
who bought from them had no more con- 
trol than over the paper-mlli supplying 
them with print paper. 


The other (system is based on the theory 


that a powerful, privately owned and con- 
trolled news-gathering agency is a men- 
ace to the press and people. 


F.'GHT TO ATTAIN END. 


Determined to establish an agency sub- 


ject only to the control of the newspapers 
for whom it acted, in 1893 a gro-jp of 
Western men composing the Western As- 
sociated Press began a fight to attain this 
end, 
and since that time a contest be- 


tween these two opposing principles has 
been waged. In asserting that The As- 
sociated Press, as today constituted, is 
the servant and agent only of the news- 
papers • for which It acts. 1 have no 
thought of minimizing the tremendous im- 
portance of the work it does as such an 
agent, but wish simply to emphasize the 
thought that properly speaking It has no 
entity of its own, no mission save to serve 
its members. 


Its members are scattered from the At- 


lantic to the Pacific, from Canada to the 
Gulf, and represent every possible shade 
of political belief, religious faith and ec- 
onomic sympathy. It is obvious that The 
-Associated Press can have no partisan nor 
factional bias, no religious affiliation, no 
capitalistic cor pro-labor trend. 


Its function is' simply to furnish its 


members with a truthful, clean, compre- 
hensive, non-partisan—and this in its 
broadest sense—report of tho news of the 
world as expeditiously as is compatible 
with accuracy and as economically as pos- 
sible. 
To do this the newspapers composing its 


membership contribute first, the news of 
their localities, and second, weekly assess- 
ments of money aggregating about $3,000.- 
000 per annum, with which extensive sys- 
tem of leased wires is maintained (5T2,000 
miles of wiro In the day time and 28,000 
miles of wire at night), bureaus in the 
principal American cities supplementing 
and collating tho news of local newspa- 
pers and bureaus for the original collec- 
tion of news throughout the world. 


RANGE OF WORDS GREAT. 


The volume of the news report to mem- 


bers varies greatly, ranging from five 
hundred words daily by telegraph or tele- 
phone to papers able to utilize but a 
small amount of general news matter, to 
more than fifty thousand words dally or 
thirty-five newspaper columns In the more 
Important cities. 


The method of collecting foreign news 


has been greatly changed in recent years. 
Formerly The Associated Press collected 
its foreign service In London, receiving 
the news there of the Reuter Company, of 
the Wolff Agency of Germany, and of the 
Havos Agency of France with smaller af- 
filiated agencies in Italy and Spam. 


The objection to this method was that 


the news as ropeivcd in L/ondon was al- 
leged to be 
impressed with an English 


bias—in any event It was concededly not 
collected from an American viewpoint. 


To meet this criticism The Associated 


Press has established regular bureaus of 
its own In all the great news centers, and 
now maintains offices and staffs In Ixm- 
don. Paris, Berlin. Rome, St. Petersburg. 
Vienna, Toklo, Peking. Mexn-u Cu» 


•u home »nd abiond man of high char- 
nuoi and attainments, nnd It may. I 
think, be lairly assumed that the leputa- 
tion for accuracy and fairness that Its 
service e'ljoys is largely to be attributed 
to nr. unusual measure of succcsd in this 


NOT EXEMPT FROM CRITICISM. 


While Vhe Associated Press Is general- 


1} held in good esteem, I would not be 
understood us indicating that It has been 
exempt from ciiticiam and attack 


Ii in a campaign all the candidates, or 
their m.inrigrers 01 press agents did not 
accuse The A ,soclated Press of the gross- 
est partisanship as against the part'cular 
candidacr in which they were interested, 
those bearing t.ie responsibilities of the 
sen Ice* would feel convinced that some- 
thing was radically wrong and would look 
with suspicion on the report themselves. 
This is but human nature. During the 
last campaign for the Presidential nom- 
inations every candidate either in person 
or by proxy expressed 'Ma conviction that 
The Associated Press was favorable to 
somebody else. 


Mr. Wilson's press agent asserted that 


our service was pro-Clark, and in tho 
opinion of Speaker Claik we had sold out 
fo the Wilson people 
Mr. Taft's man- 
agers felt that he was not being given a 
fair show and Mr. Roosevelt was firm In 
his conviction that the avenues of in- 
formation had been choked to his disad- 
vantage. 


CHANGE THEIR 


Of course later wo know that Mr. Wil- 
son does not share the only-for-publlca- 
tlon views of his press agent and Speaker 
Clark Is as emphatic in his withdrawal 
as in his hast} charges. Mr. Taft's man- 
agers realize that The Associated Press 
cannot report speeches that he does not 
make, 
and Mr. Roosevelt must see a 


humorous Bide to the suggestion that any 
one has interfered with his getting a fair- 
ly adequate representation on the first 
page. 
With all this, however, goes a funda- 


mental misunderstanding of the functions 
of The Associated Press. Tho Individual 
correspondent or reporter for a given 
newspaper or a small group of newspapers 
having a common bias may bo permitted 
to InSulffo in partisanship or in propa- 
ganda. 
This Is absolutely not to be permitted 


in The Associated Press. No bias of any- 
sort can be allowed. Our function is to 
supply our members with news, not 
views; with news as it happens—not as 
we may —ant it to happen. Intensely as 
Its management may sympathize with any 
movement, no propaganda 1n its behalf 
can be tolerated. Very jealously Indeed 
does tie membership guard against their 
agency going outside Its allotted duties 
and argus-eyed Is t!Te censorship of every 
handler of our "nopv." 
It Is not, naturally, to be claimed that 


no mistakes are made. 
They are inaSB 
and -Rill be mada. But In the very na- 
ture of the business, with the heart so 
worn upon the sleeve, detection 
very 


swiftly follows, and the mistakes are few 
and far between. 
The desire to enlist The Associated 
Press in propaganda or advocacy Is usually 
to be found at the bottom of criticisms of 
its service. Added to this often Is mis- 
information as to the real facts and 
sometimes, though happily rarely, actual 
mal!o«. 


HARSHLY CRITICISED. 


The service from Russia, for example, 
has been har<hly criticized by some who 
thought that the province, nf The Asso- 
ciated Press was to undertake ". crusade 
against the Russian Govornriioat because 
of'its anti-Semitic attitude. Our theory 
of our obligations Is that we should re- 
port the'facts as they occur, without fear 
or favor, but that it is no part of our 
duty to draw 
indictments save as the 


facts alone are damning. 
The rose of the Koreans charged with 
a plot to assassinate Governor-General 
Terauchl has recently been' much dis- 
cussed. 


These Koreans were almost all con- 
verted Christians and the American mis- 
sionaries In Korea wore naturally In- 
tensely Interested In the matter. 
It was freely alleged that The Asso- 
ciated Press, unduly Influenced by the 
Japanese Government, had suppressed the 
fact that these Koreans had made con- 
fessions, Implicating American missionar- 
ies as accessories to the plot, and had 
subsequently retracted these confessions, 
asserting that they had been extorted by 
atrocious torture Inflicted by tbje Japa- 
nese police, the Intimation being also that 
the missionaries were In peril by reason 
of the repudiated confessions.

missionaries, tho allegations of torture, 
the fact that the allegation of torture was 
believed bv the missionaries, and also the 
fact that the Japanese denied the torture 
stories and attached no credence whatever 
to the prisoners' statements implicating 
the missionaries. 
On learning the real situation the New 
Tork newspaper In question promptly 
printed an ample amende honorable, but 
T do not doubt that many stin Ignorant of 
the retraction feel that The Associated 
Press was guilty of some dereliction.

It doc^ not seem possible to hold fairlv 
that a newspaper In New Yoik mav not 
join with one in Chicago and one In Phila- 
delphia to maintain a 
common corre- 


spondent In Washington without making 
It obligatory on these three newspapers to 
share the fruit") of their enterprise with 
other New York, Chicago and Philadelphia 
newspapers. 


If in addition they arrange that each 
shall supply the others with the ne\\s of 
Its home cltv, Is it within tha bounds of 
reason that thev are required to furnish 
to competitors tho same facilities? 
I give this illustration because that is 


exactly the relation of the newspapers 
composing The 
Associated Press—the 


scalo onlv being enlarged. 


The obligations of a common carrier ftro, 


however, In no wise dependent on the 
magnitude of its transactions. The ferry 
sculled across a stream is just as much 
impressed with a public use as is tho 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Each Is a com- 
mon carrier. It ia the nature of the tran- 
saction and not Its size that determines 
its obligations. As respects the question 
of comman carrlershlp, what is right for 
three to do la proper for three hundred 
or for eight hundred to do. 


To compel The Associated Press to as- 
sume on entity of its own and to serve 
all comers would, In my judgment, bring 
about a condition fraught with the gravest 
dangers to the freedom of the press and 
in turn to the freedom of the people. 


REPRESENTS ONE-THIRD. 


At present about one-third of the dally 
newspapers of the country are represented 
by membership in The Associated Press. 
There are a number of concerns en- 


gaged In the collection and sale of gen- 
eral news to non-members of Tho Asso- 
ciated Press, and In one way or another 
they supply their customers with what are 
declared to be satisfactory services. 
In no wise desiring to become anything 
approaching a monopoly, The Associated 
Prass has avoided oven the appearance 
of any competitive price rivalry, admit- 
ting additional members solely on the 
ground of a common benefit to the mem- 
bers of a co-operative institution. 


If by some occult reasoning The As- 


sociated Press could be held as a common 
carrier, these nows-aelllng organizations 
would be wiped out and The Associated 
Press would, If the end sought for was 
accomplished, "become a real monopoly 
and the Incentive for co-operation no 
longer existing, it would naturally drift 
Into a concern for pecuniary profit, In pri- 
vate ownership and subject to private 
control. 


No more dangerous situation can well 


be Imagined than the passing of the con- 
trol of the greatest news-gathering and 
news-disseminating agency of the world 
from the hands of co-operating newspa- 
pers to the control of some individual In- 
terett-sd in manipulating the news—the 
master and not the servant of the news- 
papers. 


Because this .danger would bo so grave 
it will not come, but for another reason 
also, a very basic reason. 


There can be no monopoly In news. 
The day that It becomes apparent that 
a monopoly In collecting and distributing 
news exist, that day, in some way, by 
some method individual newspapers or 
groups of newspapers will -take up tho 
work of establishing a serirlce for therr.- 
selves, independent of outoida control. 


The news of the world Irt open to him 
who wll! so for It. Any on» willing to ex- 
pend tho energy, the time, and the money 
to approach it may dip from the wa?l of 
truth. 


SOUL IN ITS MEN. 


The news service of 
The Associated 
Press does not consist of its leased wires 
or its offices. Its soul is In the personal 
service of human men, of men wlKi eyes 
to see, with ears to hear, with hands to 
write, and with brains to understand—of 
men who are'proud when they succeed, 
humiliated when they fall and 'resentful 
when maligned. The telegraph wires are 
but the blind instruments of this service, 
though the wire has brought the utter- 
most parts of the world marvelously close. 
Those human entitles are ranging the 
world to send word of Its doings, of its 
rejoicings, and its Borrowings to satisfy 
the thirst of the people for Ihtelllgenco of 
the march of events. 
The news service of Tho Associated 
Press of the horror of Martinique was not 
the event itself.

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What Park Development Means for Oak- 
land. 


The public park lands of Oakland are showing up Jus spring 


in fine form. They are not large in area—not by thousands of 
acres equal to the area of the park lands of some of the Pacific 
Coast cities—but, under an intelligent administration, their im- 
provement is producing some marvelously attractive ' results. 


And, when cc .lidered in the aggregate, the cost to the com- 
munity has been comparatively small. As a financial investment 
the system of improvement of Oakland's park lands has, in fact, 
been remarkably profitable to the municipality. Setting aside 
wholly the increasing enjoyment the people are deriving from 
these pleasure grounds which is increasing, almost unconsciously, 
at an exceptionally rapid rate, the direct financial gain to the 
community due to their improvement is clearly in evidence. The 
principal area of Oakland's park lands are, of course, located in 
the very heart of the city, surrounding its beautiful water park— 
Lake Merritt—a sheet of land-locked water reclaimed from an 
arm of the tidal estuary. A community more intensely com- 
mercialized than Oakland would have devoted it to commerce 
rather than to pleasure or recreation. There can be no more 
convincing evidence offered of this fact than that which is now 
being furnished by Seattle, whose inte ise commercialism has 
prompted it to expend $20,000,000 or more to convert two great 
fresh water lakes similarly related to its business and residential 
quarters as Lake Merritt is to those of Oakland to commercial 
uses which will be totally destructive of their natural adapta- 
bility as water parks. Union and Washington lakes are doomed 
as natural ornamental features of that city, and commerce will 
surely in time destroy the beautiful land parks which have been 
developed by that city at large cost along the frontage of Wash- 
ington Lake, as the result of the plans that are now being carried 
out to utilize its shores for the accommodation of shipping. 
Possibly, Seattle can, however, afford to sacrifice the ornamen- 
tal in this regard for utility. But there can be no question that 
Oakland's reservation of Lake Merritt as a public park is proving 
to be a paying proposition thus early in the development of its 
surrounding park lands. 


The improvement by the Park Directors of the fringe of park 


lands and reclaimed marshes around its shores is already pro- 
ducing valuable results. It has thus early in the process of de- 
velopment enhanced the worth of contiguous territory for resi- 
dential uses to such an extent that the municipal revenues de- 
rived from the assessed valuation of property and the costly im- 
provements erected thereon, will in all probability, if carefully fig- 
ured out, return a big interest to the city on the investment repre- 
sent€|d in the purchase of land for park purposes and the cost of 
park development and maintenance. No valid objection can, 
therefore, be raised against what Oakland has spent and is ex- 
pending on the development of its park system. Its direct and 
indirect benefits from this source are perpetual and will increase 
annually with the passage of time. 


And while Oakland's public park system is of comparatively 


limited area, it has been the means of converting a vast area of 
private property into what may rightfully be termed a private 
park extension reaching out into the neighboring foothills and 
up the slopes of the Contra Costa range, which is fast making 
Oakland one of the show cities of the United States. Nor is it 
any strain on^he imagination to assume that in time the course 
of development which is so conspicuously in progress in the terri- 
tory tributary to the central park system will, in the course of a 
comparatively brief; period, make Oakland the most attractive 
and picturesque city on the continent.

The prevailing opinion then 
was that it had no commercial value save for firewood and the ex- 
traction of the oil contained in its sap which has a medicinal value. 
Its value as firewood depreciated immensely when seasoned. It 
had to be used as fuel when green or not at all. But since then 
a great change has taken place regarding the popular estimate 
of its value, for it has been discovered to be, when seasoned, su- 
perior to hickory and other hard woods for the industrial uses 
in "which such woods are usually employed. The eucalyptus has 
also for several years past supplanted the Monterey pine as a 
pile for wharf construction in San Francisco bay, being much 
more durable and offering greater resistance to the attack of the 
teredo. During the past ten or twelve years the commercial 
status of the eucalyptus has in fact so changed that it is now 
regarded as the most valuable of the hardwood trees grown in 
the State. The rapidity of its growth also increases it« popular- 
ity, xui loiesl icum iu uic .CiuaUcoa iuea ol lac SUtLe plan Leu 
with eucalyptus begins in a few years to make good commercial 
returns.

Northern Nurseries Save Southern Groves. 


That Northern and Central California possesses a climate 


quite as genial and more equable than the major part of the 
southern counties of the State is again being emphasized by the 
large shipments of young orange trees from the Porterville, Tu- 
lare county, nurseries to Los Angeles and neighboring districts 
located in the southern citrus belt. The orders on file with the 
Porterville nurserymen call for nearly one-half million trees. The 
extraordinary demand has advanced the price of young stock per 
thousand at least 60 per cent. The stock is in urgent demand to 
repair the enormous damage done by the mid-January frost to the 
southern orange groves, the trees as well as the crop of fruit in 
man? of which were totally destroyed. All of the nursery stock 
in the southern counties was killed nutright, hence the demand 
which is now made on the orange nurseries of Tulare county to 
cover the deficit. 


During the time the January snap was at its height, the re- 


ports sent out from Los Angeles represented that the orange 
groves in the Porterville district suffered even worse than their 
own, 90 per cent of the crop and all of the young stock in the 
nurseries being killed by the frost. This misleading report was 
sent abroad, of course, to minimize <the effect in the eastern 
States of the afflictions of the southern orange-growers.

The Question of Baths 


By LILLIAN RUSSELL

WOMAN of delicate constitution told me that, 
looking back to her childhood, she could hardly 
remember being comfortable, as she was forced to 
'bathe in cold water every morning and to wear 
flannels winter and summer. She was forbidden 
to go near a fire for fear of getting tender and was 


obliged to sleep and dress in icy bedrooms. Instead of hard- 
ening her, she is today a delicate woman, living in constant 
dread of tuberculosis. 


Dr. Shoemaker says all persons he has known who boasted 


of: breaking a film of ice to take their bath died early, yet 
they probably felt good reaction at the time. It is doubtful if 
any sane person allowed free choice ever persisted in cold 
bathing which left him chilly. It is safe to take a cold bath 
only when it is absolutely delicious in anticipation and actual 
enjoyment. The bath is woman's best antidote for pain when 
taken warm. It is a tonic for her strength and preservation 
of youth and freshness. 


Noted foreign bacteriologists claim to have made the curi- 


ous discovery that baths do not cleanse one. In fact, those 
studious people flatly state that baths make us dirty. They 
have proved to their own satisfaction that the mierobian flora 
are increased by one-fourth after a bath. The woman who 
uses cold water on her skin, who never gets out of the bath 
until the water is quite cold and who dashes cold water on her 
throat and face night and morning will have a firm skin al- 
ways. I believe in much hot water for cleanliness, but I al- 
ways end every bath with cold water, and plenty of it. 


For feet, tired, hot and sore, hot water is a mistake. All 


foot powders and tablets are directed to be dissolved in a hot 
foot bath. No powders or tablets can equal just a tub of cold 
water for reducing inflammation and soreness of the feet. I 
have tried this treatment and have had many women try it, 
with the most wonderful effect. No drugs are necessary; just 
a tub of cold water. Sit with the feet in the cold water for a 
while, then massage them with your hands. This treatment 
is good for any condition of foot trouble. Cold feet are in- 
stantly made normal and circulation is restored. After the 
cold water treatment callous flesh can easily be rubbed off 
with a rough towel or pumice stone. The shock of putting 
the feet in cold water is only the sensation of a second or two, 
then the feet become warm and a most pleasant feeling of rest' 
comes over feet and body.

If any drug be added to the water, 
witch hazel, which is made of an herb, is far the best, as it 
is slightly astringent to the skin and is healing. 


Begin all baths first by bathing thoroughly the face to pre- 


vent the rush of blood to the head. Six minutes is quite 
long enough time to give to the morning bath. Take all gen- 
eral baths briskly and rub the body vigorously when drying fE". 
The best time for a bath is an hour before, quickly, if you 
are to go out. People of nervous temperament or impaired 
digestion, those whose circulation is feeble, or whose temper- 
ature is below the normal standard, invalids or convalescents 
should avoid cold baths. The temperature of the room should 
not be below 70 degrees. With good ventilation 80 or 85 de- 
grees would be better. To be cleanly is a just homage to him 
who requires purity in all things, whether of soul or body; a 
moral obligation to those with whom we come in contact, and 
a duty we owe ourselves not only as a matter of purification 
alone, but as a beautifier as well. Remember, there is some- 
thing radically wrong with the person who enjoys the en- 
lightenment of civilization and yet refuses.an intimate ac- 
quaintance with soap and water.
